Rig g s, lo cal po stm aster, who se 
term o f o ffice ex pires December 
lu , at least fiv e, if no t mo re, 
candidates are seeking the ap­ 
po intm ent, it became kno wn to ­ 
day .

STUCK — AT THE NEEDLE’S EYE ! 


IT S NOT A NEW PROBLEM. 
Did you thin k that the traffic problem was 
a n ew thin g in the world? Well, in a way. it is; 
n evertheless, it happen s that the iirst law for 
the protection of pedestrian s was passed, n ot in 
the 20th cen tury, but away back in 1635. 
This, at an y rate, is accordin g to a story in 
the curren t issue of the Golden Book magazin e. 
Sin ce it is always fun to prove an ew the truth 
of the old sayin g, “There is n othin g n ew un der 
the sun ,” the thin g is worth lookin g at a little. 


In f635 the carriage was n ot by an y mean s 
an established feature of city life. Lon don had 
seen its first on e less than half a cen tury before 
that, an d the possession of such a vehicle even 
by a rich man was n et exactly common . 
Most 
men walked to an d from their homes when they 
wen t out for busin ess or pleasure. 
The streets 
were more filled with pedestrian s than with 
horse-drown vehicles. 
Then a retired n aval officer got the idea of 
buyin g private carriages, dressin g their drivers 
in un iforms, an d hirin g them out to carry 
passen ges by the trip — thus in ven tin g the re­ 
mote an cestor of the modern taxicab. 
He put 
his idea in to execution — an d Lon don ’s streets 
straightway became thron ged with carriages, so 
that the pedestrian s had to scurry an d duck to 
avoid bein g run over. 
Thus, in 1635. Lon don had to pass a law re­ 
strictin g the operatin g of these early taxicabs; 
an d a problem that is still un solved, an d a hun ­ 


dred times acuter n ow than it was then , came 
in to existen ce. 
v 
As a matter of fact, we don ’t seem to be 
much n earer to a solution than the Lon don ers of 
1635 were. 
We still are n ot sure whether we 
ought to aim our traffic law^ at the motorist or 
the pedestrian . 
Are streets places for walkin g 
or for ridin g? 
The Lon don ers of that day 
weren ’t sure; 
an d we don ’t seem to be quite 
clear in our min ds about it, either. 


A NEW POLICY. 
Presiden t Hoover, in his recen t message to 
Con gress, made a n umber of recommen dation s 
that deserve atten tion . 
Amon g them is his pro­ 
posal that a commission study the situation in 
Haiti an d set some defin ite policy for the Amer­ 
ican govern men t to follow in its dealin gs with 
that lan d. 
Our marin es have been in Haiti for a good 
man y years, an d from all presen t in dication s 
they are due to remain there a good man y years 
more. Their presen ce has brought the Haitian s 
certain ben efits, an d it has also brought them 
certain grievan ces; an d an impartial commis­ 
sion , which would set forth the exact n ature an d 
relation ship of these ben efits an d grievan ces, 
an d give us en ough in formation to settle on 
some fixed program for the future, would ren der 
a service both to Haiti an d to the Un ited States. 
It is to be hoped that Con gress will follow 
the presiden t s advice in this respect.

THE CRISS CROSS OFFENSE 
The criss cross offense, famil­ 
iarly known as the revolving tri­ 
angle, is a rather complicated 
style and requires a mastery of 
fundamenttals for good ex ecu­ 
tion. The old criss cross offense 
proper is somewhat out of date 
but it will always be remembered 
as having left behind some good 
principles of offense. 
The close formation criss cross 
offered max imum blocking, much 
deception and good scoring op­ 
portunities. 
The short passes 
meant possession of the ball but

IT'S NOT A NEW PROBLEM. 


Did you think that the traffic problem was 


a new thing in the world?. Well, to a way, it is; 
nevertheless, it happens 'that the first law for 


, the protection of pedestrians was passed, not in 
the 20th century, but away back in 1635. 


This, at any rate, is according to a story in 


the current issue of the Golden Book magazine. 
Since it is always fun to prove anew the truth 
of the old saying, "There is nothing new under 
the sun," the thing is worth looking at a little. 


In 1635 the carriage was not by any means 


an established feature of city life. London had 
seen its first one less than half a century before 
that, and the possession of sue'h a vehicle even 
by a rich man was net exactly common. Most 
men walked to and from their homes when they 
went out for business or pleasure: The streets 
were more filled with pedestrians than with 
horse-drown vehicles. 


Then a retired naval officer got the idea of 


buying private carriages, dressing their drivers 
in uniforms, and hiring them out to carry 
passenges by the trip — thus inventing the re- 
mote ancestor of the modern taxicab. He put 
his idea into execution — and London's streets 
straightway became thronged with carriages, so 
that the pedestrians had to scurry and duck to 
avoid being run over. 


Thus, in 1635. London had to pass a law re- 


stricting'the operating of these early taxicabs; 
and a problem that is still unsolved, and a hun- 


dred times acuter now than it was then, came 
into existence. 
, 


As a matter of fact, we don't seem to be 


much nearer to a solution than the Londoners of 
1635 were. 
We stiU are not sure whether we 


ought to aim our traffic laws- at the motorist or 
the pedestrian. 
Are streets places for walking 


or for riding? 
The Londoners of that day 


weren't sure; and we don't seem to be quite 
clear in our minds about it, either.

A NEW POLICY.

Among them is his pro- 
posal that a commission study the situation'in 
Haiti and set some definite policy for .the Amer-

they are due to remain there a good many years 
more. Their presence has brought the Haitians 
certain benefits, and it has.also brought them 
certain grievances; and an impartial commis- 
sion, which would set forth the exact nature and 
relationship of these benefits and grievances, 
and give us enough information to settle .on 
some fixed program for the future, would render 
a service both to Haiti and to the United States. 


It is to be hoped that Congress will follow 


the president's advice to this respect.

senate wrestled again today with 
the problem of whether tax re- 
duction or tariff revision should 
be given legislative precedence 
and a movement was instituteu 
to settle the question by the 
process of bringing it to a vote. 


Anxious that the tax meas- 


ure which would,slash one per 
cent from all corporation and 
normal individual levies on in- 
comes of 1929—be approved at 
the earliest possible date, admin- 
istration leaders sought, first of 
all an agreement under which 
the tax resolution would displace 
the tariff and be given prompt 
action. 


However, in event of this effort 


again 
being obstructed, they 


had recourse to the proposett 
plan of calling upon the senate- 
to vote on the question. This in- 
volved only a motion to lay aside 
the tariff and take up tax reso- 
lution, and indications were that 
this proposal commanded enough 
votes to insure its approval. 


Under the rules of the senate, 


such a motion could not be made 
yesterday when the tax resolu- 
tion was reported by the finance 
committee,, and unable to" obtain 
unanimous consent for its im- 
mediate consideration, adminis- 
tration leaders were forced 
to 


let the measure go over for one 
day.The agreement which

strove to 
affect 
today would 


bring the tax proposal up for de"- 
bate on Thursday or Friday and 
included a proviso that a vote be 
reached within the space of x 


days. In order to satisfy the de- j 
mands of those who are anxious 
that/lariff action suffer-no^proT 
lo'nged delay through 'considera- 
tion of the tax resolution^. : 


Senator Couzens,:i, republican; 


Michigan, had served notice.that 
he would oppose an agreement 
to limit'ideSate until he had had 
an opportunity to consider some 
amendments. He gave no nidi- 
cations of what these were. 


In urging immediate consider 


ation for the tax resolution, Sen- 
ator Watson, the 
republican 


leader, and Chairman Smoot of 
the finance committee, were 
joined by spokesmen for 
the 


democrats, including Senator 
Simmons of North Carolina, and 
Senator Harrison of Mississippi 
ranking minority members " 
the finance committee. 


The view of the western inde 


pendent republican group as ex 
pressed by senator Borah of Ida 
ho is that there is no objectio 
to supplanting the tariff bill wit 
the tax cut measure, if assuranc 
is given hat the senate will be 
able to return promptly to the 
former. 


However, one of the republican 


independents, Elaine of Wiscon- 
sin, was largely responsible ^for 
blocking immediate tax debate 
yesterday and was joined in 'his 
opposition by Black of Alabama, 
a democrat.
